WASHINGTON, January 13.—Indiana, 
colder, fair weather. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 13.—The 
reports from all over the northwest indi- 
cate that the prevailing blizzard is the 
worst and most extended of the season.

For such a one, to shoulder 
defeat if defeat is to be, and share the 
spoils if these should be won, Mr. Blaine 
is not a candidate.—Chicago News. 


Flllingr a Senatorial Want. 


Mr, Reagan, of Texas, promises to be- 
come a valuable member of the senate in 
the way of recalling that body to the con- 
stitutional principles which it is drifting 
away from. 
He will oppose the Blair bill 
vigorously on the ground that the consti- 
tution gives congress no power to interfere 
in the school systems of the different 
states or to levy taxes to support state 
educational institutions. 


Nothing could have been further re- 
moved from the intentions of the framers 
of the constitution than to endow con- 
gress with any such responsibilities. An 
extension of such interferences 
would 
hopelessly confuse our system of dual 
governments. 
To assert that the Blair 
bill may properly be regarded as coming 
veithin the scope "of the general welfare" 
clause of the constitution, is to render 
meaningless many of the provisions of 
that instrument.—New York World. 


No Tariff There. 


The telegraph reports that 2,000 Bel- 
gian miners have been sent for, and are 
coming to Pennsylvania to break up the 
strike of the Lehigh Valley coal miners. 
A prohibitory tariff that should prevent 
these Belgians coming in would be a 
very handy thing—for the miners. But 
this is ex:actly the kind of tariff that 
those men who profess to make high 
tariffs in the interest of the workingman 
do not allow.

A Diseosslon Not Decided by Prayer- 
Intolerance of Opinion. 


The following is an extract from a late 
New Tork Tribune editorial: *<There is, 
perhaps, no mental vice so common as 
ntoleranceof opinion. Even such as 
think they have emancipated themselves 
from the clinging defect find it hard to 
acknowledge frankly to themselves that 
the opinion of some one else upon a 
matter they have studied may very well 
be as deserving of respect as their own. 
If we could all get rid of this 'last in- 
firmity,' not only of 'noble minds,' but 
of neaiily all human minds, bow mnch 
less friction there wonld be in life, 
how much less bitterness and heart 
;>nrning and envy and all uncharitable- 
ness." 


In an adjoining column of the same 
paper was found the following peculiar 
commentary on the edit^l^: 


"The bitterness of the controversy in 
the American Board over the question of 
probation after death was very great. 
This rather shocked the simple-minded 
and earnest foreign missionaries who at- 
tended the sessions of the Board, one of 
whom said he had always thought snch 
questions were decided by prayer. But 
if the debate was not altogether Chris- 
tian in spirit, it was strictly parliamen- 
tary. The brethem didn't forget to put 
a copy of Oushing's Manuel in their va- 
lise along with their Bible, and apparen- 
tly some of them consulted it oftener 
than the Bible."
